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CHOICE BEEF UP 
10 TO 15 CENTS IN 
LAST THREE WEEKS 


Choice beef cuts are costing the 
St. Louis housewife from 10 to 15 
cents a pound more than they 
did three weeks ago. 

In some markets, a check dis- 
closed today, choice porterhouse 
is priced from $1.15 to $1.20 a 
pound. Pork, veal and lamb have 
gone up a few cents a pound with 
increased demand by consumers 
switching from beef, it was re- 
ported, 

Dealers attributed the price in- 
crease on choice beef to heavy 
buying by packers filling large 
contracts for European relief ship- 
ments. There was no shortage in 
retail markets here, but Phila- 
delphia reported beef, pork, lamb 
and veal had disappeared from 
some of the smaller markets. 

The shortage in the East 
brought retail price increases 
ranging from 8 to 11 cents a 
pound, Factors listed were heavy 
exports, a decrease in volume of 
slaughtering over the long Memo- 
rial day holiday weekend, reduced 
shipments from the Midwest and 
West as the result of floods, and 
reluctance of smaller wholesalers 
to go into the market at prevail- 
ing price levels.

SOVIET-MONGOL 
FORCE REPORTED 


INVADING CHINA 


Nanking News Agency 
Says Advance Into 
Sinkiang Is Supported 
by 4 Russian Warplanes. 


NANKING, June 10 (AP)—The 
official Central News Ageney to- 
day said government military 
sources had confirmed reports that 
Outer Mongolian troops, supported 
by four Soviet warplanes, invaded 
Sinkiang province Thursday, The 
province, in extreme northeastern 
China, has a long border with 
Outer Mongolia and several Soviet 
republics. 

The agency said the Mongols 
had penetrated to a depth of more 
than 200 miles and now were fight- 
ing Chinese defense troops 200 
miles northeast of Tihua. 

The official report followed 
closely a similar report by semi- 
official sources. Until today the 
Ministry of National Defense had 
suppressed a ‘stream of excited 
cables to local newspapers by 
their Chinese correspondents in 
Sinkiang reporting details. 

Central News Agency reported 
in a dispatch from Tihua that 
“bitter fighting’ was continuing 
between native Sinkiang troops 
and invading forces. 

The dispatch reported that war- 
planes accompanying the Mon- 
golian cavalry and other troops 
into Sinkiang strafed Chinese 
troop concentrations and bombed 
and strafed civilians and towns in 
the invasion path. 

No Chinese government official 
here immediately confirmed these 
reports but an official military 
spokesman referred the Associated 
Press to the Central News Anecy 
report. The agency is a govern- 
ment organ. 

Military sources said it was be- 
lieved that only a small number 
of native troops and a few trained 
Chinese officers comprise the 
Sinkiang garrison. The region has 
been in a state of continued unrest 
since Outer a was granted 
independence. 

Military observers said that be- 
cause of the great distances in- 
volved and the lack of readily 
available forces it was unlikely the 
government would dispatch ade- 
quate defense forces to Sinkiang.

Washburn Expedition 
Ascends Both Peaks of 
Alaskan Mountain, 
Highest in Continent,

MT. McKINLEY, Alaska, (via 
radio through Camp Elelson, Mc- 
Kinley National Park), June 7 
(Delayed) -—- Seven men and a 
woman reached the roof of North 
America today attaining’ the 
20,270-foot peak of Mt. McKinley 
to climax Operation White Tower. 

For the first time in history, a 
woman, Mre«. Bradford Washburn, 
stood on the summit of towering 
MeKinley. 

In so doing, the wife of the 
‘leader of the expedition has ac- 
complished a feat that will stand 
as a milestone in the annals of 
mountaineering. 

Accompanying her to the lofty 
eminence of the mountain were 
Bradford Washburn, Boston; Lt. 
William Hackett, Camp Carson, 
Colo.; Robert Lange, Melrose, 
Mass.; James Gale, Anchorage, 
Alaska; Robert Craig, Seattle; 
George Browne, Ross, Cal., and 
William Deeke, Woodridge, N. J. 

Washburn’s ascent also was a 
history-making achievement, 
marking the first time anyone had 
conquered the massive peak twice. 

Twin Peak Also Scaled, 

Only a few hours earlier, Mra. 
Washburn, a five-foot, 110-pound 
wisp of a woman, also became the 
first woman ever to reach the top 
of McKinley's north, or twin, peak, 
the second highest rampart of 
the great: Alakkan mountain. 

The group immediately set about 
erecting the two highest survey 
stations ever established on the 
North American continent, one on 
each of the twin peaks. 

Deeke, a newsreel cameraman, 
photographed the final hazardous 
five-hour struggle to the summit, 
putting the finishing touches on 
a complete photographic story 
started more _ two months 
ago. 

The other five members of the 
13-man expedition remained at the 
18,000-foot level to man a radio 
transmitter and to protect supplies 
and equipment from sudden, shift- 
ing winds and snow arifts. 

Today's ascent climaxed a two- 
month struggle for the members 
of Operation White Tower. Thou- 
sands of dollars in pre-expedition 
research and months of intensive 
study by University of Chicago 
scientists had been spent prior to 
the undertaking. 

During the course of the upward 
struggle, members of the party 
had tested large quantities of 
equipment for the Army air and 
ground forces and completed the 
first comprehensive geologic col- 
lection ever taken from McKinley.

Change of Arbitrators 
by Company — Court 
Action Demanded at 
Meeting of Workers. 


A wage increase of 17% cents 
an hour for streetcar and bus op- 
erators o% the St. Louis Public 
Service Co., retroactive to last Jan. 
i, was announced today by Ro- 
dowe H. Abeken, arbitration board 
chairman, but the decision was 
denounced as “illegal” by the 
union at a stormy meeting at 
Carpenters’ Hall. 

The union announced it is filing 
a formal demand that the com- 
pany arbitrate the dispute under 
the terms of existing contract, 
which calls for arbitration of all 
disputes. “The company can have 
its choice of having both sides 
stand on the record compiled be- 
fore the former arbitration board, 
or having them start from 
scratch,” the union stated. 

Chief objection of the union 
members attending the meeting, 
night shift men, was to the action 
of Samuel W. Greenland, vice 
president and general manager of 
the company, in signing the deci- 
sion as an alternative arbitrator 
after Jules Kohn, company ar- 
bitrator, failed to appear at Abe- 
ken’s office, There were angry 
suggestions to “challenge the de- 
cision in the courts.” 

The fact that the union’s ar- 
bitrator, O. David Zimring, walked 
out of a board meeting last Fri- 
day and today notified Abeken by 
telegram that he considered the 
proceedings terminated at that 
time was also emphasized by the 
men in denouncing the wage de- 
cision. 

Reporters were excluded from 
the meeting, but were told by 
some of those in attendance that 
the temper of the men was “hot.” 

Sitting on a Powder Keg 

“We are sitting on a powder 
keg,” one observer remarked. 

Union officers, prepared to meet 
a strike threat with strong argu- 
ments against hasty action, were 
reported to have persuaded the 
men to wait “two or three days” 
to permit union attorneys time to 
investigate the possibility of legal 
objections to the decision. The 
recently enacted King-Thompson 
Act, prohibiting strikes against 
public utilities in the state, also 
came in for discussion, it was 
learned. The law, although signed 
by the Governor, does not become 
effective until about Sept, 10. 

There were sharp disagreements 
over a strike vote, but the advis- 
ers prevailed in their plea for con- 
sidered action. After the meeting 
broke up more than 50 men lIoi- 
tered in the neighborhood of the 
hall, engaged in heated argument. 
One man, apparently unimpressed 
by the King-Thompsor legislation, 
was heard to observe: “Half these 
guys fre chicken just because of 
that.” The act authorizes the 
Governor to seize and operate 
utilities in cases of actual, or 
threatened, strikes. 

This was a regular monthly 
meeting day for the union mem- 
bers. Day shift men will meet at 
the same place at 8 o'clock to- 
night. 

Provision of Agreement, 

Under the arbitration agree- 
ment, entered into in January, 
both sides are supposed to be 
bound by a two-to-one decision of 
the arbitration voard,. The union, 
Local 788 Amalgamated Associa- 
tion of Street Electric Railway 
and Motorcoach Employes, de- 
manded an fnerease of 35 cents 
an hour for operating emrpolyes. 

The company was reported to 
have stood fast at the old wage 
scale of $1.05 an hour during the 
arbitration proceedings, although 
in negotiations last year it at one 
time offered $1.20 an hour, if all 
wage fringes were eliminated. 
This was rejected by the union 
and a strike was narrowly averted 
last New Year's eve. 

The decision stated that recogni- 
tion of ability to pay was an im- 
portant factor in arriving at the 
wage settlement. 

“An increase to $1.40 for opera- 
tors would not only tend to en- 
danger the financial structure of 
the company, but would serve as a 
spur to appeals for increased 
fares,” the decision stated. Other 
probable results of a $140 wage 
would be curtailed service and job 
reduction, the decision asserted. 

A “lamentable situation” exists 
in the case of non-operating em- 
ployes, the decision stated.

LONDON, June 10 (UP)—Georgi 
Dimitrov, Communist Premier of 
Bulgaria, defended today the ar- 
rest of Nikolai Petkov, leader of 
the Opposition to his Government, 
and said his regime was bent on 
avoiding “civil war.” 

Dimitrov’s views were made 
known by Moscow radio. It quot- 
ed his remarks in an interview 
with a correspondent of _ the 
French Communist party news- 
paper, L’Humanite. 

Petkov, who was arrested: last 
week sind charged with conspiracy 
against the state and plotting. a 
revolution in the ranks of ‘the 
Bulgarian . Army, will be tried 
soon by Bulgarian courts and 
given defense counsel, Dimitrov 
said. 

“In this affair, no foreign in- 
terference will save either Petkov 
or. anybody else,” the Premier 
said. 

He denied any attempt to elim- 
inate al] opposition, saying an 
element of opposition would re- 
main so long as it did not try to: 
sabotage the state. 

“We want to avoid civil war, 
and we will not allow things that 
happened in Greece to happen 
in Bulgaria,” he said.. 

“Likewise, we -will not allow a 
situation to arise that would call 
for martial law, as has been the 
case recently in Turkey.. We will 
have peace and tranquility for 
creative ‘labor. Whoever stands 
in our way in this will go behind 
bars on thé strength of Bulgarian 
law and in conformity with the 
spirit of the peace treaty.” | 

Alexander Tzankov, wartime 
premier and fascist leader of Bul- 
garia, was sentenced in absentia 
to death today. A Bulgarian court 
also imposed death sentences in 
absentia against nine of his lead- 
ing associates, — 

The Moscow radio also broad- 
cast a Pravda dispatch terming 
American protests over the Hun- 
garian coup “wholly unjustifiable.” 

“A group of senators led by 
Vandenberg,” said Pravda, “is pro- 
posing that the situation in Hun- 
gary be turned over to the United 
Nations, evidently considering 
that the task of this organizatioin 
is to struggle against democracy.” 

Pravda said it was clear that 
the United States had hastened to 
take some measures, “even before 
receiving any information on the 
state of affairs.” 

“Thus, for instance, it suspended 
the granting of credits to Hun- 
gary for the purchase of Ameri- 
can surplus equipment,” Pravda 
said. “For some people even those 
wholly unjustified acts of pres- 
sure are not sufficient.

ETHRIOGE URGES. 
NEW DEAL TYPE 
RULE IN GREECE 


Reports Prospect of Such 
a Government — Says 
U.N. Saved Nation 

From Red Control. 


LAKE SUCCESS, N. Y., June 
10 (AP) Mark F. Ethridge, 
American representative on the 
United Nations Balkan commis- 
sion, said today he hoped a “New 
Deal type of government” could be 
established in Greece. 

Ethridge told a news confer- 
ence there was every prospect for 
such a government, He predicted 
it. could bring stability. to the 
country. and added that there 
might be more bloodshed, buf 
“that would not be unusual for 
Greece,” 

Ethridge, publisher of the 
Louisville Courier-Journal, said he 
looked to the young people of 
Greece to take the lead im such 
a program, He deplored the cur- 
rent lack of interest of such per: 
sons in government affairs in 
Greece and elsewhere in the 
Balkans. 

He said such persons apparent- 
ly don't like the extreme right 
or the extreme left and are do- 
ing little now. He called the pres- 
jent Greek administration “frank. 
ly a rightist royalist government.” 
He said “any measures for eco- 
nomic stability that we take are 
bound to create political stabil- 
ity.” 

U.N. Balked Reds, He Says. 

Returning yesterday from a 
four-month tour of the Balkans 
with the U.N. investigating com- 
mission, Ethridge told the Associ- 
ated Press that Communists would 
have control of Greece now if the 
U.N. had failed to step into the 
picture. He reported the situation 
was deteriorating all over the 
Balkans and that Greece had vir- 


—os 


tually no control over its northern 
frontiers. 

“There is no question in my 
mind that Bulgaria, Yugoslavia 
and Albania are arming, training, 
supplying and giving hospitaliza- 
tion and refuge to guerrilla forces 
operating in northern Greece,” he 
said. 

“There is no question that Greece 
would have gone over to the Com- 
munist minority had not the U.N. 
stepped in.” ° 

Ethridge had an hour-long con- 
ference with Warren R. Austin, 
chief American delegate to the 
U.N., anid said he would report to 
Secretary of State George C. Mar- 
shall in Washington tomorrow.

BRITON DECLARES U.N. MUST 
STOP BIG POWER AGGRESSION 


Says Other Members Must Be Ready to Go to 
War to Enforce Policing 
Action. 


LAKE SUCCESS, June 10 (AP) 
—Britain told the United Nations 
Security Council today that mem- 
bers of the U.N. must prepare to 
go to war against any aggression- 
bent big power whilh employs the 
veto to block use of the proposed 
U.N. global police force against 
itself. tea 

Sir Alexander Cadogan, British 
delegate, recognized that it was 
possible now for Russia, the 
United States, Britain, China or 
France to “arrest the movement 
of the United Nations. forces” by 
veto in the council. He added that 
“there is unfortunately no way 
out of that.” 

He said, however, that -other 
provisions of the U.N. chartér give 
the other 54 members the right 
to march against the objector, 

“If any one of the permanent 
members, gullty of a breach of 
the peace or an act of aggression, 
were to call a halt to the United 
Nations force (by vetoes) the re- 
mainder of the United Nations 
would be entitled to take action 
against it and their forces could 
legitimately be jointly employed,” 
he said. 

Cadogan said the U. N. must go 
as far as possible toward organ- 
izing against an aggressor. He 
said the failure of one big power 
to co-operate would “throw plans 
out of gear to some extent” but 
that the U.N. must provide the 
greatest security “against circum- 
stances which neither can be fore- 
seen nor wholly averted.” 

In effect, Cadogan said that 
once a major power invaded 
another country the world would 
be involved in war regardless of 


any veto in the Security Council 
by the guilty party.

Regular Watchman Deaf.

The 
epertures face into the garage in 
the rear, which is used all night 
by law enforcement authorities in 
going to and from the county jail 
on the eleventh floor. 

Served to Muffle Sound. 

The empty ballot sacks would 
have prevented any light, no mat- 
ter how dim, from shining out 
into the garage. The ballot sacks 
also served to muffle any sound 
but they draped rather than 
stuffed into the apertures. 

All the vote fraud cases were 
continued indefinitely yesterday 
after a brief hearing of attorneys’ 
pieas by Judge Cook. It was 
agreed that the cases would be 
continued until fall unless the 
defemse and the prosecuting au- 
thorities got together and agreed 
en a trial, giving each side three 
weeks’ advance notice.

The stage at Boonville was 28.3 
or 7.3 feet above flood level and 
was expected to remain stationary 
there for about 24 hours. This 
compared with a crest there of 
about 30 feet in the 1944 flood. 


Jefferson City, farther down the 
Missouri river, had a stage of 26.2 
or 3.2 above flood ,jlevel. A crest 
of 28.5 or 29 feet was forecast 
for tonight. At Hermann the stage 
was 24.2 with a top of 27 feet 
predicted for Thursday. 

On the Grand river, the stage 
at Chillicothe was 29.5, a drop of 
nearly two feet in the last 24 
hours. At Sumner the stage was 
35.6, also a fall of about two feet. 
At Brunswick, near the mouth of 
the Grand, the stage was 23.4, a 
drop of .2 foot. 

Over the Tracks Near Glasgow. 

Col. W. E. Potter, district army 
engineer, reported from.

Engi- 
neers warned all residents of the 
danger and prepared to remove 
livestock.

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RAMADIER HINTS HE’LL USE. 
DRAFT TO END RAIL STRIKE 


Plea to 


Declaration to Act ‘With All Means at Dis- 
posal’ Made After Workers Igriore 


Return. 


PARIS, June 10 (UP)—Premier 
Paul Ramadier told the National 
Assembly tonight that if striking 
railroad workers ignored his ap- 
peal to go back to work, “we will 
act with all means which the law 
places at our disposal.” 

Railroad union leaders earlier 
today turned down a request by 
Ramadier that they ask the thou- 
sands of workers whose strike has 
paralyzed rail traffic in France 
to return to their jobs, 

Ramadier’s statement was in- 
terpreted in the Assembly as a 
threat to mobilize the strikers 
under the emergency wartime 
powers which will be in effect 
until July 1. By use of the mo- 
bilization decree, making those 
affected subject to military law 
and control, he ended a Paris 
bakery workers’ strike récently. 

Ramadier wrote the powerful, 
Communist - dominated General 
Confederation of Labor asking it 
to state its position regarding the 
five-day rail strike and walkouts 
at some gas and electric plants. 

He conferred with the railroad 
men for several’ hours this morn- 


ing. He and his Transport Min- 
ister, Jules Moch, met with a 
delegation from the state-owned 
railways, headed by Raymond 
Tournemaine, union secretary-gen- 
eral. Tournemaine had said yes- 
terday the Government could end 
the strike—for a readjustment of 
wages—in short order if it de 
sired, 

Ramadier has been insistent 
that the strikers go back to work 
before the Government considers 
their demands, 

As the railway strike continued, 
4000 passengers and numerous 
freight cars loaded with tomatoes, 
potatoes and fruits from North 
Africa were blocked in Marseille. 
Seven ships were rerouted from 
Le Havre to Antwerp and Rotter- 
dam. Motor busses carried 150 
passengers for the Mauretania 
from Paris to Cherhourg. * 

At Dieppe 1600 tons of bananas 
were spoiling and other banana 
boats were en route to the port. 

Railway workers in Algiers 
voted to strike tonight for 24 
hours in sympathy with the strik- 
ers in metropolitan France.

WASHINGTON, June 10 (AP)— 
Secretary of the Navy Forrestal 
told Congress today that one spe- 
cific saving likely under a plan 
to unify the armed services is 
abolition of the Army’s coast ar- 
tillery. 

Forrestal testified before 
House Expenditures Committee 
on a bill to put three separate 
departments of air, navy and 
army under a single cabinet of- 
ficer of national defense. 

He said perhaps one billion dol- 
lars has been spent on the coast 
artillery which “hasn’t fired a 
gun” at an enemy in perhaps 50 
years. 

Forrestal said he thinks any 
man who heads the new setup 
will say there will be “no fur- 
ther use for the coast artillery.” 

In opposition to the bill, Mel- 
vin Maas, former member of Con- 


gress from Minnesota, said the 
Marine Corps Reserve Officers 
Association, of which he is presi- 
dent, considers the measure “a 
political consolidation of the con- 
trol of the armed services.” He 
said that position is based on a 
poll of the association, which 
claims 30,000 members, 

“Most favor genuine military 
unification,” Maas said, “but they 
are opposed to this.” : 

Representative Hardy (Dem.), 
Texas, tried to persuade Forrestal 
to line up some additional opposi- 
tion views so that “we in our col- 
lective ignorance” can “try im- 
prove the bill somewhat.” 

“IT know there is opposition in 
the Navy,” Hardy said. “An of- 
ficer told me a poll of all Navy 
officers would show 80 per cent 
would vote against this bill.” 

“IT don’t believe that is true,” 
Forrestal replied. 

Hardy said he asked the officer 
to testify and the Navy man re- 
plied: “My God, I’d be sent to the 
Antarctic.” :

Centralia Blast 


Civil Service Proposed for Inspectors—Pass- 
age Predicted for Programs of Bipartisan 


Inquiry Group.

SPRINGFIELD, Ill, June 10— 
Bills which would amend Illinois 
mining laws to give state mine 
inspectors civil service status and 
prohibit solicitation of political 
contributions from mine owners 
by Department of Mines and Min- 
erals personnel today were before 
the Legislature. 

The bills, which also would bar 
blasting with explosives while men 
are in a mine and tighten various 
safety requirements, were intro- 
duced late yesterday in both the 
House and the Senate. They were

In both the House and the Sen- 
ate the proposals were advanced 
immediately without reference to 
a standing committee. In the Sen- 
ate, a committee of the whole will 
consider them for possible amend- 
ments next Tuesday. 

No date for consideration by the 
House has been set. Both ma- 
jority and minority members of 
the committee expressed confi- 
dence that the proposals would 
be adopted before the Legislature 
ends its current session June 30. 
Other Bills’ Before Assembly. 
Tough. sledding is probable, 
however, for bills introduced by 
the Democrats only which would 
substitute a three-man board, 
whose membership would include 
one member of the minority party, 
for the present director and as- 
sistant director of the mines de 
partment. 

Another measure facing an un- 
certain reception is a bill spon- 
sored by Representative Robert 
H. Allison (Rep.), Pekin, a mem- 
ber of the special investigating 
committee, which would prohibit 
blasting with black powder. He 
introduced the proposal yesterday. 
The amendments to mining 
laws which are sponsored by all 
the members of the committee 
are embodied in three bills. One 
would fix a penitentiary sentence 
of one year and a fine of $5000 
for any officer or employe of the 
Mines department who solicited 
political contributions from coal 
mine operators. 

The proposal placing mine in- 
spectors under civil service pro- 
vides that inspectors would hold 
their office “pending good beha- 
vior,” and could be removed only 
after a hearing by the State Min- 
ing Board. They would be ap- 
pointed by the board according 
to grades scored on competitive 
examinations, 

Another measure provides that 
no explosives could be detonated 
while men other than drillers and 
shot-firers are in a mine. The 
number of state mine inspectors 
would be increased from 16 to 25, 
and mines would have to be in- 
spected at least once each month 
under the legislation. 

The other changes proposed 
would require rock-dusting of 
rooms and entries to within 80 
feet of a working face when coal 
dust constitutes an explosion haz- 
ard, and clarify language of an 
existing section of the statutes re- 
garding new methods of mining 
and blasting. 

Gas Classification, 
Establishing a criterion for 
classification of gaseous and non- 
gaseous mines, any mine would 
be classified as gaseous if a sam- 
ple of air taken at the last work- 
ing place on each split of air con- 
tained .75 per cent or more me- 
thane. : 

In gaseous mines, smoking and 
open-flame (carbide) lights would 
be prohibited. 

Ventilation laws would . be 
amended to reouire a flow of at 
least 6000 cubic feet of air a min- 
ute in the last open cross-cut and 
at least 19.5 per cent oxygen by 
weight in the last open cross-cut 
in any set of entries. 

Three mine rescue _ stations 
equipped with mobile. rescue units 
would be established, as would 
laboratories in the mine fields for 
the analysis of mine air for dust 
content and flame propagating 
characteristics, 

Dust Control Proposal. 

Water or a wetting agent would 
be required to allay coal dust at 
its source when cutting machines 
raise excessive amounts of coal 
dust, in the air, and a systematic 
cleaning and removal of debris in 
all parts of a mine in active 
use would be required. 
Mine ventilating fans would. 
have to be installed on the sur- 
face. Such fans would be on a 
power current independent of the 
main current. Face bosses would 
be required to possess mine exam- 
iners’ certificates. 

The prohiibtion against on-shi*t 
shooting with explosives is op- 
posed by coal mine operators, who 
have contended at committee hear- 
ings that the measure would in- 
crease the cost of Illinois coal so 
much that operators would be un- 
able to compete with coal mines 
in other states.

The stoppages were scattered 
through the three counties that 
comprise the heart of an extreme- 
ly rich southwestern Pennsylvania 
bituminous. section — Fayatte, 
Greene and Washington. ' 

Two mines voted to resume 
work after being idle over the 
weekend. They were the Gates 
mine of the H. C. Frick Coke Co., 
employing 400, and the Kyle mine 
of the same company employing 
600. They account for a combined 
daily production of 5600 tons. 

Among the closed mines was the 
world’s largest, the farfied Robena 
mine of the Frick company which 
employs 1800 miners and has a 
normal daily production of 10,000 
tons. Some of the other larger 
pits affected range from 2000 tons 
to 7000 tons in output. 

Without exception, all of the 
larger mines are “captive” pits— 
those mines whose production 
goes to steel plants and never sees 
the open market. 

The United States Steel Corp., 
one ‘of the steelmakers involved, 
reported it was losing 25,000 tons 
of coal daily, 5000 tons short of 
the total used each 24 hours at 
the Clairton Coking Works, which 
supplies 80 per cent of the coke 
used by the company’s Pittsburgh 
district plants. . 

President William Bynes of 
UMW District 4 called the work 
stoppages “unauthorized” and 
added: “All I know is the mifiers 
are protesting the (Hartley-Taft) 
labor bill.” 

He said his staff was “looking 
the situation over, to see how to 
act.” 


9 Indiana Mines Employing 2190 
Men Are Idle. 

TERRE HAUTE, Ind., June 10 
(AP)—Nine Indiana shaft mines 
that employ 2190 miners were idle 
today, said Harvey Cartwright, 
secretary of the Indiana Coal Op- 
erators’ Association. 

Officers of District 11, United 
Mine Workers, said they knew of 
no reason for the work stoppage, 
but presumed the miners had 
walked out in protest against 
congressional action on the Taft- 
Hartley labor bill. 

The mines have a daily average 
production of 20,500 tons. 


Hartley Promises Stronger Bill if 
Unions Strike in Concert. 
WASHINGTON, June 10 (UP)— 


j Fred A. Hartley Jr. (Rep.), New 


Jersey, House Labor Committee 
chairman, said today that Con- 
gress will reply with an “even 
tougher” measure if organized 
labor stages a general strike to 
protest against the Taft-Hartley 
bill. 

He said there is “mounting evi- 
dence” that a general strike “is 
within the minds uf labor leaders.” 
In the last 30 days, he said, more 
than 900 strike notices have been 
filed with the Labor Department. 

“IT have had a careful analysis 
made of these strike notices and 


1 they are far above the. normal 


number for that period,” Hartley 
said. “It is obvious that the 
unions want to be in a position to 
strike as soon as the present bill 
becomes law.” : 

Hartley said there would be no 
point in filing the strike notices 
if purely economic issues were 
involved. The Smith-Connally Act 
which makes them mandatory will 
expire June 30. 

Hartley cited the walkouts of 
coal miners in Pennsylvania dur- 
ing the last two days. : 

“There is very obviously an or- 
ganized campaign to put pressure 
on Congress and on the Presi- 
dent,” he said. “It is a subject 
which my committee will look 
into to determine just who is 
behind it.” — :

WASHINGTON, June 10 (AP)— 
The Supreme Court decided uUnan- 
imously yesterday that a 1928 
treaty between the United States 

nd the old German Republic is 

1 in force—despite Hitler, the 

d the Allied occupation. 

treaty provides that Ger- 
mans may inherit real estate in 
this country and Americans may 
do the same in Germany. 

It came into question in a case 
from California where Alvina 
Wagner of San Francisco willed 
her property to four Germans. 
American heirs who claim it still 
have a chance to win it on other 
issues than the validity of the 
treaty, however. If the Germans 
finally get it, the United States 
Government may seize it. 

Justice Douglas, delivering the 
court's opinion, declared that “the 
outbreak of war does not neces- 
sarily suspend or abrogate treaty 
provisions.” As for an argument 
that there is no German govern- 
ment now, Douglas said the Allied 
Control Council has taken over 
as a governing agency and the 
United States has shown no signs 
of considering old treaties dead.

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WASHINGTON, June 10 (AP)— 
Senator Smith (Rep.), New Jersey, 
said today that a pending bill to 
authorize $300,000,000 a year in 
“ederal schoo] aid to states would 
help stem the trend of teachers 
into better paying jobs. 

Legislation authorizing the Fed- 
eral Government to grant the 
states $300,000,000 a year to help 
equalize educational opportunities 
was approved yesterday by a Sen- 
ate Public Welfare subcommittee. 
The vote was 6 to 1, with Senator 
Donnell (Rep.), Missouri, casting 
the only dissenting ballot. 

Senator Aiken (Rep.), Vermont, 
chairman of the subcommittee, 
told reporters that Donnell ob- 
jected to a provision that gives 
the states discretion as to whether 
federal funds should be used for 
assistance to religious and pri- 
vate schools. 

Under the bill, Aiken said, each 
State would receive a minimum

In preparing our counter-pro- 
gtam, plans should be worked out 
in advance regarding the action 
we should take in meeting a, con- 
flict of interests with the Soviet 
Union in each of the sore spots 
of the world. 

We should avoid settlement of 
guch cohflicts on an opportunistic 
basis without regard to the effect 
which action taken “here” may 
have later in protecting Ameri- 
can interests “there.” 

Probable Areas of Conflict. 

I believe we can foresee now 
With considerable accuracy where 
the Soviet program and our 
counter-program may clash. To 
mention only a few, there are 
the questions of the future of Ger- 
many, control of the Mediterrane- 
an, the future of Japan and Korea, 


the control of atomic energy. 
(Editor's Note: Since Gen. 
Deane wrote these words, some 


time last summer, United States 
and Russian policies have: clashed 
in most of these areas.)

(Note: There is little on record 
to show any effort or progress to- 
ward changing the Russian point 
of view.

hour a day on Feb, 17: in May the 
staff was cut and the fate of the 
program depends on what Con- 
gress does to provide funds.) 


Preparedness for War. 

The chances of- attaining~ our- 
objective by peaceful means will 
be enhanced immeasurably if we 
are prepared to defend our po- 
meg by force at any point where 
greater restraint on the part of 
Soviet leaders than a display of 
strength by their adversaries. 


In this connection, I believe our 
military program should be de- 
signed to meet the specialized 
situation which war with Russia 
would entail. In such a war it 
seems evident that we should 
avoid being ‘drawn into a land 
battle on the continents of Europe 
and Asia. This would be the type 
of battle for which Russia, with 
her huge Red Army, would be 
best prepared. I believe we should 
have naval forces which will guar- 
antee us control of the _ seas, 
ground forces, both airborne and 
amphibiously trained, that can op- 
erate with naval and air support 
to seize and hold areas from which 
to base air operations, and that 
we should concentrate on air power 
for the delivery of our offensive 
blows,

The 
group flew to Tokyo May 8. 


The mission reported that the

and commercial areas. 

- These representatives will be al- 
located among the allied nations 
on a percentage basis by the inter-

Eastern commission in Washing- 
ton. MacArthur’s headquarters 
reserved the right to pass upon 
each representative. 

While Japan remains in the 

status of an enemy nation, con- 
trols will be maintained over com- 
mercial arrangements by agencies

Leaders of “the masses of people in Europe will not join in a war 
against Russia which they know is absolutely unnecessary,” Wallace 
told an audience at the Mosque Theater. 


“They certainly do not want the 
Communists or Russia io take over 
Europe, but they fear our method 
may be working in that direction 


simply because our war emphasis 
is causing so many millions of 
men all over the world to work in 
the munitions factories and serve 
in the Army.” 

$5200 for Candidacy. 

The New Jersey Independent 
Citizens’ League, Which sponsored 
Wallace’s visit here, announced 
$5200 had been collected for a fund 
to make Wallace a presidential 
candidate “if not of the Demo- 
cratic party, then of the people’s 
party.” 

Police said they were investigat- 
ting a report that three of the 24 
campaign collection money bags 
had disappeared after the fund 
drive had been announced at the 
end of Wallace’s address. 


They said the amounts 
contained were unknown. 

About 10,000 heard the former 
Vice President, 3000 of them 
jammed in the osque Theater, 
with the overflow crowd listening 
over a public address relay sys- 
tem in nearby Lincoln Park.

Wallace assailed the Truman 
Doctrine as “co-operating with the 
reactionaries against the common 
man,” described universal mili- 
tary training as “the entering 
wedge of a military-big business 
dictatorship,” and said that the 
best antidote to world-wide Com- 
munism would be “full stomachs 
and a chance to live and grow and 
prosper.” 

“As positive steps to supplant 
the Truman Doctrine and to 
answer all those whé preach the

inevitability of war,” he said, “we 
must announce a program for 
world investment based on world 
needs; we must start our period 
of understanding with Russia by 
reaching agreement through the 
United Nations on the equitable 
distribution of oil, and we must 
take positive steps to strengthen 
the United Nations.” 

In answer to a quéstion at his 
press conference, Wallace said he 
was not following Communist poli- 
cies but suggested that “maybe 
a Communists are following my 

ne.” 

“I don’t like to be called a 
Communist,” he said sternly. “I 
certainly never consult with any- 
body of that stripe in determining 
my policy. I’m concerned with 
what's best fer the United States.”

Objectors to Military Training 
Zo the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Knowing your passion for truth and 
accuracy, I am unwilling that you should 
inadvertently create an inaccurate im- 
pression in the editorial “Needed: A 
New Ally” when you say, “The constant 
and vociferous objection to compulsory 
training, from some religious and educa- 
tional sources, has been answered point 
by point.” 

Now I am not here primarily con- 


cerned about the fact that the basic — 


objections have not been answered 
“point by point” to the satisfaction of 
any except those who needed no persua- 
sion. I am anxious to guard your read- 
ers against the possible impression that 
the “some religious and educational 
sources” represent an inconsequential 
number, | 

I have on file a long list of religious 
groups, Jewish, Catholic and Protestant, 
on record as opposing military conscrip- 
tion. Also a long list of educational 
groups representing high schools, col- 
leges, universities and associations of 
these educational groups. Organized 
labor groups, organized agriculture, and 
a significant list of miscellaneous groups: 
make up a not too insignificant list of 
people opposed to military conscription, 
who have not been answered point for 
point. 

For example, you say that the argu- 
ment about cost is answered when you 
say that the cost for one year of military 
conscription, estimated at one and three- 

quarter billion dollars, is equivalent to 
the cost of one week of war, measured 
by the last war. “Surely,” you say, 
“preparedness as a preventive measure 
is less expensive.” 

Yes, surely, if it prevented war, but 
@ generous amount of the argument of 
“those who advocate military conscription 
rests on the need for mass armies in 
the next war. You say armies are more 
necessary in the next war than ever. 
Military conscription presupposes fur- 
ther war. Your editorial throughout 
presupposes war and not its prevention. 

On your presuppositions military con- 
scription makes sense, but it will not 
make for peace. It may delay the out- 
break of “shooting war,” but it will 
guarantee that when it does come world- 
wide destruction will be the more com- 
piete.

Delayed but Not Averted 


The State Supreme Court’s invalidation of the 
city earnings tax is bad news for St. Louis and 
St. Louisans. Had the tax been upheld, the city 
still would have faced an annual deficit of about 
two and a half million dollars. With the earn- 


ings tax gone, the prospective deficit is nearly 


$5,000,000. | 

Mayor Kaufmann, of course, will ask the 
Legislature to correct the situation at its next 
session. The Citizens’ Tax Commission suggested 
two possible-sources of income tax revenue for 
St. Louis. | 

The commission suggested that the Board of 
Aldermen ask the Legislature to surrender to 
the city half the state income tax collected in 
St. Louis. This would give the city about $2,- 
500,000, or approximately what is lost through 
invalidation of the city earnings tax. Consider- 
ing all the revenue which the state syphons 
away from St. Louis by way of the income tax, 
the sales tax, and various other levies, this seems 
a, reasonable proposal. But governments don't 
usually surrender revenue, and the prospects are 
not too bright for this to happen. 

The Citizens’ Commission also proposed that 
the city ask the Legislature for authority to levy 
an earnings tax up to a maximum of one-half of 
1 per cent—just twice as high as the one which 
the Supreme Court yesterday ruled out. This 
would cost the state nothing, so the Legislature 
probably would agree to that. 

Besides the earnings tax, the courts may rule 
out the tolls which the city now collects on the 
“Free Bridge,” denting city revenues nearly an- 
other million dollars a year. 


When municipal trash collection starts—and - 
it can't start too soon—that will add $1,500,000 a+ 


year to city expenditures. All in all, there has 
never been a time when the city needs to look 
more closely at every dollar it turns loose. 


One place where it should look close is at the 
$1,000,000 a year it spends to maintain the City 
St. Louis is the 
only city in the United States operating a hos- 
pital for the prolonged care of the mentally il). 
The city penalizes itself by maintaining this 
hospital while its citizens pay state taxes for 
the state support of such patients. 

Mayor Kaufmann is throwing his full support 
to the measure in the Board of Aldermen to 
transfer this institution to the state. The Board 
of Aldermen will vote on the measure Friday, 
and a two-thirds majority is required to pass it. 
Any Alderman who fails to vote for it is in effect 
voting to place an additional tax load of $1,000,- 
000 a year on the shoulders of St. Louis citizens 
and should be marked for retirement. 


The bill is opposed only by a few of the rela- 
tives of inmates of the sanitarium and by the 
AFL State, County and Municipal Workers’ 
WJnion, which is afraid its members might lose a 
few jobs. The Aldermen should have no trouble 
in choosing between what is good for the city 
and what is demanded by two smalf pressure 
groups. 

The city earnings tax has been delayed but not 
averted, It will be easier to swallow when it 
comes if the Board of jAldermen takes the ob- 
vious steps to cut down expenditures, This is no 
time to present the state with what amounts to 
a gift of a million dollars a year. 
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Does Information Inspire Prejudice? 
Robert M. Medill and Robert Weir, respective- 
ly. former director and assistant of the Illinois 
Department of Mines and Minerals, are asking a 
change of venue from Washington County for 
their trial for “palpable omission of duty” in 
failing to enforce state mine safety laws. Among 
their complaints is one that a special section of 
the Post-Dispatch, assembling our news articles, 
editorials and cartoons up to April 30, has preju- 
diced Southern Illinois to the extent that the 
defendants could not obtain a fair trial. 


Messrs, Medill and Weir have been indicted by 
a grand jury and their cases are now in the 
hands of the Illinois courts. We do not intend 
to comment on a pending cause. If these de- 
fendants wish to represent the Post-Dispatch’s 
special section in such a light they are free to do 
so. From the many calls for this section and 
the comments on it, we conclude that what the 
section spréad was needed information for which 
the people of the mining towns were hungry.

Austria Under the Hammer 

Russia took over Hungary during the weekend, 
and instead of being impressed by the routine 
protests of the United States and Britain, the 
Kremlin is now taking over Austria. — 

Chancellor Leopold Fig] denies that he is think- 
ing of resigning and says he will stay on until 
and unless he is removed by constitutional pro- 


cedures in keeping with the will of the Austrian 


majority. These are brave words, but they will 
not mean much unless the Chancellor gets tangi- 
ble support from the United States and Britain 
to withstand the agents of the Kremlin. 


As for immediate military support, the Unit- 
ed tes is not in position to give it even if. it 
wanted to do so. United States Army forces in 
the American zone of Austria have been reduced 
to a force too small to bluff a Balkan dictator. 
Gen. Mark Clark, who knew how to stand up to 
the Russians even without an army behind him, 
has been withdrawn and sent to San Francisco to 
hold the Pacific Coast front. . 

If Gen. Patton had been given free rein during 
the war to move forward as fast as he wanted 
to, instead of being politely held back while the 
Russians moved deep into Central Europe, near- 
ly all of Austria might have been occupied by 
American forces. 

All that, however, is water over the dam. What 
matters now is that American and British diplo- 
macy is still bringing up the rear, While Rus- 
sia consolidates Central and Eastern Europe and 
the Balkans, Secretary Marshall counters with 
announcements that the State Department is get- 
ting ready to announce plans for. saving ‘the

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It Spells Reassurance 

Passage of the Taft-Fulbright bill would help 
to retrieve the apathetic record of the present 
Congress toward social legislation. This measure, 
to establish a Cabinet secretary for health, edu- 
cation and security, would give public welfare 
the precedence it deserves in government. 

The Senate Committee on Expenditures ap- 
proved Bill S. 140 partly to shave bureaucracy 
and to enhance administrative efficiency. But 
Senators Taft and Fulbright meant to do more 
than that in bringing the Social Security Admin- 
istration, Public Health Service, Office of Educa- 
tion and other agencies together. . 

They had heard’ witness after witness describe 
the helter-skelter of local and federal welfare 
work. In all this there was no. single clearing 
house of standards or objectives. A Cabinet de- 
partment would provide co-ordination and. pres- 
tige. It would be a focal point for aid against 
the impoverishment of our schools, neglect of 
children, insecurity and health conditions that 
deprived the armed service of millions of men. 

What this bill means.is leadership. It creates 
no new services. It is carefully drawn so as not 
to interfere with the rights of state and’ private 
It has been altered to eliminate the 
unnecessarily rigid requirements that under sec- 
retaries be physicians and educators. — 


One other change still ought to be made. The .. 


proposed name for the department treats its 
three divisions with cumbersome, ultra-fine 
equality. It is fair to prophesy: that the press 
will wind up calling it the Department of Wel- 
fare, for reasons of popular acceptance as well 
as brevity. The longer name may even suggest 
that the department would try to regiment 
health, security and education, which it cannot, 

Every President since Woodrow Wilson has 
looked with favor upon the idea of a Cabinet 
post strictly devoted to social welfare. Action 
by Congress is overdue, and especially action by 
this Congress. The present session has produced 
important measures, but little in behalf of the 
immediate health and economic security of the 
whole people, And there has been far too much 
concern for special interests.

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Franco’s Latest Blow 

People's government has received a severe 
blow to the jaw in Spain. The loaded gloves of 
the Cortes hit hard by making Dictator Francis- 
co Franco a king in all but name. El Caudillo 
now officially holds his job for life and has the 
right to name his successor. 3 

Since 1936, when Franco took it upon himself 
to overthrow the legitimately elected Republican 
government of Spain, Franco has-been one of 
free government’s mortal enemies. His cow- 
ardice in remaining out of the war protected him 
from going down on the heap with his hench- 
men, Hitler and Mussolini, in the spring of 1945. 
So he has survived to retrogress further. 

In ordering the referendum, Franco has not 
provided freedom of speech, press and assembly 
for general discussign of the problems involved. 
Spain’s citizens will simply have the right to 
vote yes or no on the question of whether they 
wish to preserve the mockery of citizenship or 
admit outright that they are subjects of a tyrant. 
In a police state, the choice is only nominal, 
Franco doesn’t go all out—he at least allows the 
“no” to appear on the ballot. 

While Spain has lost its democratic charac- 
ter from 1936 onward, this country has sat by 
acquiescently, We engaged in the farce of non- 
intervention; we cajoled Franco all during the 
war. But we did aid in barring him, it is true, 
from membership in the United Nations. 

If the Truman doctrine is carried through to 
its logical conclusions, Franco’s potential ag- 
grandizement must be nipped just as Russian 
extra-territorialism.

same note appears in the defense of Rus- 
sian “freedom of the press” printed Dy the 


Communist party organ Pravda, 


No good can be served by analyzing such 
items as the over-elaborate accusations of 
misrepresentation on the part of Secretary 
of State Marshall or Harold Stassen’s inter- 
view with Stalin. At worst these are pass- 
ing matters. 

But Pravda’s absurdities regarding the 
“honest information” of the Russian press 
contrasted with the “dishonest misinforma- 
tion” of our own “capitalist” press is in a 
different category. It goes to the roots of 
the basic issues of the free press, and its 
relation to the self-government of free men. 
It is an issue which will last as long as 
men strive to free themselves from the 
tyranny. 


We say this Russian press demonstration 
is sad because there are few more glorious 
concepts than a perfectly truthful press de- 
voted solely to the interests of all the peo- 
ple. It is almost as glorious as the dream 
of a world or a nation governed solely by 
the Golden Rule. 


The Party’s Publishers 


If the Soviet were truly a “workers’ 
state,” if the Kremlin really represented all 
the 180,000,000 people of the Russias, then 
its press might indeed be the “free” organ 
which has been the ideal of freedom-loVers 
for centuries, 

But what are the facts? Fewer than 3 
per cent.of the Russian people are mem- 
bers of the Communist party which rules 
Russia—and its press—with an iron hand. 
Of the Communist party only a fraction 
are really important. 


Actually, the “capitalistic” directors, man- 
agers and stockholders of the American 
press probably outnumber those who exer- 
cise any important control over the Rus- 
sian press. And it is certain that they 
speak for far wider, more divergent and 
more representative groups of Americans 


than do the regimenting handful who run 
the Russian press. 

Pravda centered its attack on the Amer- 
ican press around the Hearst and McCor- 
mick-Patterson papers. For our money, 
that proves nothing. We'll wager a pretty 
penny that this newspaper has devoted 
more words, newsprint, time and energy to 
refuting the Hearst and McCormick news- 
epapers in the past 15 years or so than all 
the Russian press put together. 

What is the American press? On the one 
hand it’s the New York Daily Worker—on 
the other the Chicago Tribune. It’s the New 
Masses and Business Week. It’s Johannes 
Steel and Mark Sullivan.

It’s Girlie Gags and the Police Gazette— 


and it’s the Journal of the American Medi- - 


cal Association or the Atomic Scientists’ 
Bulletin. It’s Walter Winchell and Walter 
Lippmann, 

It’s the space given by newspapers to the 
speech of Henry Wallace at Chicago sta- 
dium in which Wallace denounced “the 
reactionary American press.” 

Does that get across an idea? The Amer- 
ican press is a cross section of America. 
It’s just as good and just as bad as Amer- 
ica and Americans are. 


For pennies any citizen can buy a news- 
paper representing almost any point of 
view he wants to get. For nothing he can 
twist his radio dial and hear almost any- 
thing he wants to hear. For two-bits he 
can get a paper-backed detective novel or 
a popular reprint of Karl Marx’s “Das Kapi- 
tal.” And if there are those who don’t have 
pennies or two-bits or a radio set, there's a 
free public library within .walking distance 
of almost every residence in the nation. 


Far be it from us to say that the Amer- 
ican press is perfect. We recognize all too 
well our own shortcomings as part of it. 
But the point is that there is an infinite 
variety of inforamtion and opinion aval. 
able to every American, If he doesn’t like 
what he yeads in one newspaper or maga- 
zine or book, doesn’t believe in the view- 
points expressed in any of them, he has a 
world of choices from which to select 
something that will bolster his own opinion. 


Of “Yankees, Nutmegs and Radar

For want of swords to beat into plowé 
shares and spears to turn into pruning 
hooks, modern-man is converting his war- 
time radar beams into speed traps. At 
least, so it goes in Connecticut among the 
ingenious Yankees, ; 

In the not far distant future, unwary mo- 
torists driving through Connecticut are due 
for the surprise of their lives. Whenever 
they are tempted to open the throttle on 
deserted and apparently unpatrolled stretch- 
es of highway, they will soon thereafter be 
the recipients of official postcards inform- 
ing them just when, where and how fast 
they were going. 

The record of what they thought was an 
unobserved violation of the speed law will 
have been made by a little 45-pound box set 
on an overhead bridge or some other ele- 
vation—a device similar to the radar used 
in the war to compute the speed of ap-

‘A New Critique of Society 


FREEDOM AND ORDER, by Edvard Heimann. (Charles 
Scribner's Sons, New York.) 


If I had my way the town crier would go 


.through the streets‘calling “Read this 


But alas the town-crier has other 
things to call out! What a job for a re- 
viewer. Heimann cannot be “condensed” 
in a review, for all of his 335 pages is a 
condensation, He condenses Marx and Jef- 
ferson, Adam Smith and Hitler, Commu- 
nism, Socialism, democracy, Fascism. 

He profiles the philosopher, scientist, 
technologist, theologian, and sets out the 
crisis of the world in clean, broad strokes— 
the crisis of democracy, the moral crisis, 
Here is Germany and Nazism in under- 
standable terms; also the tragedy of the 
Weimar Republic and the blundering of 
all governments, Here is the American 
Constitution, and its transformation as 
technology changed society. Here are the 
Baltic states, Poland—religion, pseudo-re- 
ligions, Communist and Nazi religions. 

In a “Quest for the Standard of Judg- 
ment in a Democracy,” the author examines 
personal integrity, rationalist criticism, 
theories of education, science, Christian re- 
ligion, Roman Catholicism, clericalism and 
Protestantism. 

This is no book slapped together to fill « 
“hole” in the publisher's “line.” It is the 
product of a lifetime of study and observa- 
tion. It places the author in the first line 
of modern teachers. 

He is a Ph.D. from Heidelberg, who held 
professorships at Cologne, Freiburg and 
Hamburg; he is now dean of the Graduate 
School of the New School for Social Re- 
search in New York, He served in the 
German Ministry of Economics, came to 
this country in 1933, and is widely known 
in American colleges. 

Heimann’s style is superbly suited to the 
subject. His English is lucid. He boldy an- 
nounces that his method is the modern 
dialectic—that of Hegel and Marx. As he 
reveals it, it is seen to be the intuitive 
method of common sense. 

The reader may not agree with every- 
thing, but if he does hot, at least he will 
be jolted into testing the validity of what 
he does believe.

A CENTURY OF TRIBUNE EDITORIALS) (The Chicage 

Tribune, Chicago.) 

One of the ways in which the Chicago 
Tribune is observing its 100th anniversary 
is in the publication of this 150-page col- 
lection of 100 editorials selected out of its 
first century. It starts in a two-fisted way 
condemning the Dred Scott slavery decision 
of 1857 and tagging the Justices who hand- 
ed it down as “five siave-holders and one 
doughface.” The last, save for a Happy 
New Year salute, is again on siavery— 
slavery of Germans by the Allied victors; 
it calls for removal of occupation armies. 

In between are vigorous editorials attack- 
ing Wilson's peace efforts following Worid 
War I, the domestic and foreign policies of 
F. D. R. and the legality of the trials of the 
Nazi war ériminals at Nuernberg. 

The compilers, in the notes which precede 
the editorials, take a bow now and then 
for the Tribune's accurate prophecy. But 
they also can laugh at their own expense. 
“The Passing of the Century.” printed Jan. 
1, 1901, said it looked as if the century 
opening “would be the century of humanity 
and a keener realization of the brother- 
hood of man.” 

Looking backward, the note writer says: 
“If the twentieth century is to live up to 
the high hopes for it expressed here, it had 
better get started. Otherwise this editorial, 
and particularly the last paragraph, must 
stand as a masterpiece of wishful thinking 
and false prophecy.”

SCHOOL PAY INCREASE 


» |Plan Calls far New Schedule 


for Teachers—Boost for 
Classified Employes. 


A favorable report on varying 
increases for teachers and 
classified service employes of the 


7 public school system will be made 
‘ito the Board of Education by the 


Finance Committee tonight. Dr. 
Herbert O. Winterer, a member 
of the committee, who had ob- 
jected to immediate action on pro- 
cedural grounds at a committee 
meeting yesterday, told a Post- 
Dispatch reporter today he would 
not dissent from the approval. 
For teachers and school princi- 
pals, the report proposes an en- 


N\tirely new salary schedule, with 


higher rates all along the line. 
For the classified service em- 
ployes, a $250 cost-of-living in- 
crease granted a year ago will be 
made a permanent part of the 
salary schedule, In addition, the 
report calls for another $250 
temporary cost-of-living increase 
for the fiscal year starting July 
1. Board officials expected the 
board would approve the report, 
as they have not been informed 
of any serious opposition. 

The teachers and principals 
also had a temporary cost-of-liv- 
ing increase of $250 for the fiscal 
year now ending. Under the pro- 
posed new schedule that will be 
abolished. 

Starting salary for teachers 
would be $2400 a year instead of 
the old basic rate of $1700, and 
the teachers’ maximum would be 
increased from basic $4100 to 
$4500. The range for principals 
under the proposal would be 
$4750 to $6500, compared with the 
old basic range of $4300 to $6000. 

At yesterday’s committee » ses- 
sion Dr. Winterer had objected 
to approval of tre report at this 
time, and another committee mem- 
ber, Dr. Francis C. Sullivan, voted 
for it, The third member, Charles 
J. Dyer, was absent. Dr. Win- 
terer later decided to withdraw 
his objections. 

Dr. Winterer said he thought it 
would be better business proced- 
ure to wait until budget estimates 
had been submitted and a com- 
plete picture of the Board's finan- 
cial position for the coming fiscal 
year could be examined before 
approving the increase. He em- 
phasized that he was not opposed 
to the increases but merely 
wanted to be sure of the Béard’s 
financial position. 

Dr. Sullivan pointed out that the 
building, instruction, and auditing 
and supplies committees already 
had approved the increase and 
said he was willing to rely on the 
assurance of Mervyn Wiethaupt, 
secretary-treasurer of the Board, 
that funds would be available, 
even though Wiethaupt was un- 
able to give detailed figures. 

The annual budget meeting of 
the Board will be held next Tues- 
day evening, the committee voted. 
Approval was given a proposal to 
permit Wiethaupt to alter. esti- 
mates of income at any time dur- 
ing the fiscal year as economic 
conditions change and to recom- 
mend revisions in appropriations 
from time to time if deemed nec- 
essary.

One of Screen’s First Matinee 
Idols Succumbs at 
Age of 67. 


HOLLYWOOD, June 10 (AP)— 
J. Warren Kerrigan, one of the 
first matinee idols of the silent 
screen, died of pneumonia yester- 
day. He was 67 years old and 
had retired from the pictures in 


1923. 

The actor’s best remembered 
role, perhaps, was in “The Cov- 
ered Wagon,” in whijch he was 
a sensation, wearing a gleaming 
suit of white buckskin through- 
out bitter western action. In the 
picture were such well known 
film personages as Ernest Tor- 
rance, Lois Wilson and Alan Hale. 

Another of Kerrigan’s better 
known pictures was “Captain 
Blood” 

Born George Warren Kerrigan 
in Louisville, Ky., the actor first 
struck fame on Broadway in “The 
Road to Yesterday” and “Brown 
of Harvard”. The latter was pro- 
duced in 1910. 

Leaving Broadway, he made his 
first picture in Chicago with Es- 
sanay productions, then came to 
California. 

Among Kerrigan's early pic- 
tures were “Rory o' the Bogs,” 
“The Dollar Kid.” “The Dream 
Cheater” and “Live Sparks”. 

Seldom one to go in for the 
lavish entertainment for which 
Hollywood is known, Kerrigan re- 
mained somewhat aloof and in- 
vested his money in annuities and 
real estate. Until recently, he had 
lived quietly on his estate in near- 
by Sunland. Then he moved to 
Balboa Beach.

WASHINGTON, June 10 (AP)— 
Three Republican Senators called 
today for a full-scale investigation 
into reports that the United States 
has redeemed millions of dollars 
worth of German occupation 
money printed by Russian author- 
ities. 

The three—Bridges of New 
Hampshire, Ferguson of Michigan 
and Knowland of California—told 
a reporter in separate interviews 
that they. understood the plates 
to print the German marks were 
given to the Russians by Ameri- 
can officials; Among other uses 
for the occupation money was to 
pay Allied troops. 

Earlier reports have said that 
the Russian soldiers — drawing 
large amounts of back pay—paid 
fabulous black market prices to 
American G.I.s for such items as 
wrist watches and trinkets. The 
G.Ls, in turn, converted the oc- 
cupation marks into dollars. 

Script Finally Devised. 


The trade became so brisk that 
American authorities resorted to 
several methods for discouraging 
the marks-to-dollars conversion. 
Finally a script system was de- 
‘vised to replace the occupation 
currency. 

(In Berlin, authorized American 
sources said, $200,000,000 would be 
an “intelligent guess” as to the loss 
to the United States treasury 
through black market dealings by 
American personnel in German 
marks, These sources acknowl- 
edged that a vast amount of such 
marks were printed by the Rus- 
sians but said reports of a possible 
loss of more than $500,000,000 were 
“greatly exaggerated.”) 

Bridges, chairman of the Senate 
Appropriations Committee, said 
“my information is that between 
$400,000,000 and $900,000,00 worth 
of this money has been, or is being 
redeemed with American dollars. 
'I have been told that this redemp- 

tion: is being carried as a hidden 

deficit and some Senate Commit- 
“| tee certainly must look into this.” 

Ferguson, a member of the Sen- 
ate’s special War Investigating 
Committee, said he had been: un- 
able “to get all the facts regard- 
ing this from either the War De- 
partment or the Treasury.” 

“We did learn that the plates to 
print this invasion money were 
turned over to the Russians, but 
we have not been able to learn 
how much was made, how it was 
distributed and how much is to be 
redeemed,” he said. 

Agreement Made at Yalta. 

Knowland, on both the war in- 
vestigating and approriations com- 
mittees and a former World War 
II Army officer, asserted, “I think 
the public is entitled to know just 
how much of this money has got-

NEW YORK, Monday. 
SUPPOSE it is impossible for 
[any congressional labor bill to 
be put into language which the 
people can understand. It will be 
difficult for the average worker 
to understand the legal language 
of the Taft-Hartely labor Dill 
passed by Congress last week. 
In many ways I think labor 
leaders have themselves to blame 
for some of their present diffi- 
culties—John L. Lewis among 
them—because the people as a 
whole have come to dread what 
he can do to our economy. And 
there are certain union rules which 
irk the people and whichIdo not 
think really help organized labor. 
These regulations have made the 
relations between the public and 
the unions increasingly unsympa- 
thetic and should have been 
studied and corrected long ago. 
* * * 
THE CIO should have got rid 
of Communist leaders wherever 
they existed. The people of this 
country are more than willing to 
try to work with the Russians if 
they recognize on the part of the 
Russians a willingness to work 
side by side with other forms of 
government and ways of life. How- 
ever, the constant activity of 
who evi- 
dently get their financial support 
as well as their political direction 
from Russia, creates suspicion and 
antagonism here and in some 
other countries as well. 
If the Russian government still 


hopes for world revolution brought 


about by representatives in other 
countries guided from Russia, it 
cannot be honest in trying to 
work co-operatively with other 
governments as they now exist. I 


am more than willing to believe 
that circumstances may modify 
the way of life and the forms of 
existing governments in many 
countries in the years to come, but 
the changes must come from the 
free will’ of the people, not from 
infiltration of ideas through the 
influence of outside governments. 
This is why union leaders known 
to be Communists should not have 
been allowed in our labor move- 
ment,

NEVERTHELESS, the _ Taft- 
Hartley bill is a bad bill, even in 
its final modified form, I think it 
will make the work of the Na- 
tional Labor Relations Board 
practically impossible, and it 
opens a wide field of labor activi- 
ties to Federal injunctions.

Movie Acting Is Rugged in Italy 


Actor Risks His Neck for 90 Cents a Day; His Horse Gets Three Times as Much for Hay

ANZIO BEACHHEAD, 
June 10. 

DAY here on location with one 
Ae Italy’s most ambitious post- 

war motion picture productions 
is enough to explain why the Ital- 
jan government has had to pass 
new laws recently to defend native 
films against Hollywood competi- 
tion. All Italian motion picture 
theaters are compelled now to 
show their own country’s films at 
least eighty days a year. In addi- 
tion, the Italian government is 
giving the several dozen little Ital- 
jan cinema companies a subsidy. 


The film being shot here on 
Anzio’s flat lonely acres is “The 
Captain’s Daughter,” a costume 
piece about life in the Czarist Rus- 
sia 150 years ago. The actors have 
found it simple to imitate the rude 
simplicity of life in a rural Rus- 
sian village of the eighteenth 
century for their own conditions 
are scarcely better. 

The producers of “The Captain’s 
Daughter” boast that it is the 
most expensive film shot in Italy 
since the war, but the budget is 
only $216,000. There is a cast of 
2500, but the salaries are so low 
that various of the horsemen com- 
plain that their mounts are paid 
three times as much as they are. 
The explanation is that a horse’s

According to these 
y is 90 cents a day 
for them and $2.70 for each horse. 


Perhaps half the performers 
have never before appeared in 
front of a camera. Some are local 
Anzio unemployed. Some are 
neighboring farmers who have 
been glad to mount their plough 
horses and imitate Russian war- 
riors asa break from labor in 
their still mine-infested fields. 

Five hundred are students from 
the Anzio Beachhead Police 
School. Most of the young police- 
men are cast as Cossacks and are 
riding police horses. The Italian 
government has donated their 
services gratis, except for meals. 

Since the film is costing $1800 
a day while on location the white- 
cap director, Mario Camerini, 
is driving through at a furious 
pace. To keep inside the budget 
he myst finish the picture within 
six months. . This leaves prdc- 
tically no time for niceties. The 
attack of the Cossacks on the 
Russian fortress village which has 
been erected here is being done 
in two days, although an Amer-

ican company could not think of 
doing it in less than a week. 

The first assault of the Cos- 
sacks was typically hectic. Two 
hundred of them lined up behind 
a sand dune and began their 
charge when Camerini fired a rifle 
shot as the signal. 

“Wave your sabers more in the 
air,” a police officer shouted in 
gratuitous thespian advice. 


Camerini made no objections. 
The Cossacks, mostly police stu- 
dents, obligingly wore out their 
arms waving swords back and 
forth above their heads. One stu- 
dent policeman fell from his horse. 
An officer expregsed dismay, and 
then exclaimed with approval. 


“It will look better that way,” 
the police official, decided. 


A moment later the charge was 
suspended. Some one, possibly the 
student who was seen to fall, was 
injured. A horse had stepped on 
his chest. The cameras stopped 
while an automobile picked up the 
costumed victim and rushed him 
to a hospital. 

A few minutes later there was a 
second accident. This one oc- 
curred as/the Cossacks charged 
through the main gates of the 
fort. Orders had been given to 
the fort’s defenders to shoot in 
the air, but since the plot had 


been explained only a few min- 
utes before the filming, and since 
it all seemed so realistic to the in- 
experienced actors, one of them 
aimed full in the face of an at- 
tacker. The latter, another of 
the police students, saw the rifle 
in time and covered his eyes. His 
knuckles and the tender skin 
around the eyes was scorched by 
powder burns but after a dousing 
with cold water he was able to 
get around again . He wore dark 
glasses for the rest of the day and 
did no more acting. 


* * * 


HE two injuries were not the 
worst the cast has so far sus- 
tained. From the production 
point of view it was far more seri- 
ous when Cesare Danoua, a 20- 
year-old medical student, took a 
10-foot fall during a staircase duel 
with Vittorio Gasman, one of the 
film’s heroes. It was the last in- 
door scene and Danoua was too 
important to drop from the pic- 
ture. The production had to wait 
28 days until Danoua’s ankle re- 
covered. The month wait cost the 
company a crushing $12,600. 
Besides the inexperience of so 
many of hig actors, Camerini, the 
director, is up against a hornet’s 
nest of other problems, almost all 
of which stem from the fact that

Italian motion picture companies 
never have better than a shoe- 
string budget. Camerini has set 
a killing pace. He gets up at 5 a.m. 
and works until midnight every 
day, Sundays included. His actors 
rise also at 5, leave town at 6 
a.m., begin performing at 8, and 
finish at 7 p.m. if all goes well. 
On bad days they are still on the 
scene until 9 p.m. Since Camerini 
has only a few crude lights he 
cannot work them much later, but 
in Rome indoor scenes sometimes 
are filmed on into the night as 
late as 2 a.m. According to some 
of the extras there is no such 
thing as overtime pay. 

Neither Camerini nor the stars 
of the film have easy chairs with 
their names inscribed. In fact, 
there are scarcely any chairs and 
scarcely any time to sit on them. 

‘What you need to be a good 
actor in Italy,” commented Amedo 
Nazzari, the Italian Clark Gable, 
“ig to have good muscles and lots 
of patience.” ' 

“In America, acting “e a career,” 
agreed Gasman who may be de- 
scribed as the Italian Tyrone 
Power. “Here it’s an adventure.” 

The shortages with which Cam- 
erini copes as he produces “The 
Captain’s Daughter” are little 
short or phenomenal, Since all 
the water must be brought to lo- 


cation in trucks, and since gaso- 
line and tires are expensive, there 
is only only enough water to wet 
the dust directly in front of the 
cameras, This means that Laz- 
zari, Camerini and all the rest 
are so covered with the clouds of 
Anzio dust that even their teeth 


blacken, 
T one actress served as waitress 

for the officials of the company 
at noon. The company’s treasurer 
takes the part of an archbishop 
in “The Captain’s Daughter” and 
walks the scene in cross-covered 
vestments carrying the suitcase 
containing the pay roll, The pub- 
licity photographer has a part of 
a Mongol, a horrible character 
with a head partly shaven and 
partly sprouting hideous tufts of 
hair. As he snaps the pictures of 
visitors it seems highly incon- 
grous that he should be behind 
the lens instead of in front of it. 


The most spectacular example 
of making human material spread 
as far as possible is that of Ba- 
silio Sumbatoff, a frail 55-year- 
old former Czarist army officer 
who was hired in Rome as tech- 
nical advisor to the production.

In American films dummies or 
doubles probably would have been 
used, but Camerini had neither 
the time nor the means. Sum- 
batoff and Silvani were told to 
climb on tables and hang by the 
hands from ropes at the gallows- 
top. As the two old men dangled, 
the tables were removed and the 
scene was shot. 

The hanging needed half a 
dozen tests before it was right. 
Silvani, who is 56 and one of 
Italy’s most famous character 
actor@ began to weaken, toward 
the last retakes,

shouted as he saw the old actor 
fading.

We try 
to impose ovr way upon him and 
thus too often upset our own good 
intentions, 

At home, eager parents btgin 
coaching little ones so that they 
can get into a higher class sooner. 
Children usually. learn to read 
easily when they are 6 years old, 
rarely before that time. When 
pressure is put on them to learn 


* reading, they strain nerves, mus- 


cles and brain cells that are quite 
unready for such service. The re- 
sult is a fatigued, if not sick, 
child and a hard job for both 
parent and child.

LEARNING TABLES at the 
early age of three will not help a 
child to be a good arithmetician— 
quite the contrary. Sometimes be- 
tween the ages of four and five 
and up to 6 years, he will want 
to count things. 

Help him to count if he wants 
to do so, but don’t begin saying 
“Two and one more are how 
many?” That is and ought to be 
still in the future for him. He is 
a rhythmic creature and will en- 
joy counting rhythmically, beat- 
ing time—especially with a loud 
noise—but tables are not for him, 
yet,

GIVE CHILDREN time first to 
learn about the world through 
their senses. It is through those 
senses that a child gets his infor- 
mation about people and things. 
He should be encouraged to taste 
new food, feel new things, identify 
objects by the smell, look care- 
fully at things so as really to see 
them. Such training is invaluable 
in the studies that are to come 
later. Teach him to listen to the 
sounds about him and identify 
them as the train, the car, the 
running water in the sink, the 
robin’s call, the dog’s voice.
